The multiplier is a device used by the coun- 
ty and state to equalize assessments. It is 
developed through a complicated formula 
based on property sales.

Board meeting, the board referred a request 
for signs in the Oakwood Knolls Subdivision 
to the public works department. Joe Veith 
represented the homeowners and said that 
the need for. curve and slow signs is very ap- 
parent because of the careless driving in the 
area.

. village," he added. 

THE GOVERNMENT HAS made it harder 

to get funds by making sure the grants will 

be used to better a degenerating area. Haley 

stated that he will be meeting with the grant 

- committee in the near future. . 

The board also voted five to one to enlist in 
professional services to study the village's 
water rates so that a more efficient billing 
system can be devised; 

Board members also voted to ammend the 
village employe work week policy to set the 
work week for hourly police officers from 
12:01 a.m. Wednesday, to midnight the 
following Tuesday. 

TRUSTEE MABEL LOU WEBER repor- 
ted that last year's building in Antioch was 
down. Although the total revenue from new 
construction in Antioch was almost $2.5 
million, $1 million was due to the State Bank 
of Antioeh's addition.

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Two comrades in dentistry became one on 
the morning of Jan. 5, and the one may not be 
practicing dentistry ever again. Antioch 
Township was the scene for the most brutal 
murder in recent history, which involved two 
local residents.' 

Dr. Richard Kueltzo, 27, formerly of 3397 
Poplar St. Apt. 2W, Antioch, was pronounced 
dead at 11:52 a.m. at St. Therese Hospital in 
Waukegan, after an early morning argument 
with his offic&mate, Dr. Donald F. Bran- 
well, 28, of 24 DrexeL Blvd., Antioch, led to 
his stabbing death: ' 

Branwell has been charged with the mur- 
der, and was. scheduled to appear before 

grand jury for bonding at 9:30 a.m. Tuesday 
morning. 

THE TWO PRACTICED, dentistry in the 

same office at the medical building located 
on N. Main St. in Antioch. They were both 
1977 graduates of Northwestern University 
School of Dentistry. 

According to Lake County Sheriff reports, 
Branwell and Kueltzo engaged in an 
argument outside of Branwell's home shortly 
after 7 a:m. on Jan. 5. A neighbor Of Bran- 
■well's told officials that the two walked down 



to Michigan Blvd. and he didn't, see them 
return. 

Officials learned of the incident through a 
phone call from the brother of the accused 
murderer who resides in Denver, Colo. Ac- 
cording to Lake County Sheriff Tom Brown, 
the brother phoned Antioch Police officials 
stating that Branwell had called and told him 
that he had just murdered Kueltzo, and 
police would find the body "bubbling in a dit- 
ch." 

KUELTZO'S BODY was found in a ditch 
two blocks south of Branwell's home with 94 
stab wounds, which police said were inflicted 
by a two inch paring knife. 
-Both Branwell and the murder weapon 
were found in Branwell's home, according to 
Sheriff Brown. Also found at Branwell's 
residence were two bottles of liquid cocaine, 
which according to Brown, is not highly 
unusual for a dentist to have in his 
possession. ' 

Funeral services for Kueltzo will be held at 
VanHenkelen Funeral Home in Palos 
Heights. 

He was proceeded in death by his father 
-and a brother. He is survived by his mother, 
Ida,ofWorth.
